Development of the lignite fields 


of South Arkansas Ms seen as an 
Important possibility nfler the war. 
One of th£ most valuable lignite 
fields in the stale is .in' Ouaehiln 
county near Camden. 
This field probably covers 
an 
area of 00 square miles nrul usu- 
ally varies in thickness from two 
to three and one-half feet with, ex- 
treme thickness of six feet, 
ac- 


ording to Ihc Arkansas Geological 
urvey. 
The 
lignites nre found in the 


Eocene scries of beds both in the 
nslern and southern ports of the 
u-kansas constol plain, but more 
jarlicularly in the south. 
These 


jecls are comparatively undisturb- 
ed. 


The 
lignite 
beds 
are usually 


ouncl with an overburden of soft 
clays nncl sands of varying thick.- 
icsscs depending on the amount of 
sin face erosion. Deep well drillers 
lave frequently reported the pen- 
ration of lignite beds in various 
larts of the coastal plain. 


A. lignite bed of 12 feet in lliick- 
icss was reported :is penetrated 
at a depth of IOG4 feet in a deep

county. Outcropping lignite beds
